OBJECTIVES AND PREOCCUPIED WITH PAST; SYG'S INTENDED 
VISIT OPENED NEW POSSIBILITIES, SHOULD MEET EGYPTIAN 
DEMANDS FOR ACTION, AND NOTHING SHOULD DAMAGE ITS PRO- 
SPECTS. JANKOWITSCH AGREED SYG VISIT WAS NEW AND INTEREST- 
ING ELEMENT. HE SAID ZAYYAT NOT AT ALL SPECIFIC IN VIENNA 
CONCERNING EGYPTIAN AIMS, AND NO DRAFT RES PRESENTED TO 
AUSTRIANS. HE OBSERVED SOVIETS VERY INACTIVE ON ISSUE. 

JORDANIAN REP SHARAF HAD NO PROBLEM WITH US VIEWS AND 
MADE POINT WITH BENNETT OE PUTTING DISTANCE BETWEEN 
HIMSELF AND EGYPTIANS, THOUGH HE IS CONTINUING CONSUL- 
TATIONS WITH THEN IN NY.

IN REPLY TO QUESTIONS, SPOKESMAN SAID INVITATION DISCUSSED 
WITH REPS EGYPT, ISRAEL AND JORDAN; HE WOULD NOT GO INTO 
WHICH GOVTS EXTENDED INVITATION; HE DID NOT THINK SC 
RES SPECIFICALLY CALLING ON SYG TO GO TO ME WAS NECESSARY 
BECAUSE SYG HAS RESPONSIBILITIES UNDER EXISTING RESES; 

AND PURPOSE WOULD BE BASICALLY TO ASSESS SITUATION AND 
HAVE OPPORTUNITY TALK FACE-TO-EACE WITH VARIOUS LEADERS. 

WHEN ASKED IF JARRING WOULD ACCOMPANY SYG, SPOKESMAN REPLIED 
SYG HAD NOT YET MADE UP MIND REGARDING COMPOSITION OF 
PARTY. HE DID NOT EXCLUDE POSSIBILITY SYG MAY VISIT 
OTHER COUNTRIES IN AREA, E.G., SYRIA AND LEBANON. ASKED 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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TO CHARACTERIZE VISIT AS PEACE MISSION, SPOKESMAN SAID 
HE WOULD NOT QUARREL WITH THAT PHRASEOLOGY.

COMITE OF 24 SUBCOMITE II - AMERICAN SAMORA, GUAM 

VENEZUELA AND INDONESIA EXPRESSED HOPE IN SUBCOMITE JULY 
13 THAT COMITE OF 24 VISITING MISSION WOULD BE ALLOWED 
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TO GO TO GUAM TO PROGRESS TAKING PLACE. IMMERMAN REPLIED 
TO QUESTIONS ON GOVERNOR AND RESIDENT INVESTMENT AND TOLD 
SUBCOMITE USG ACTIVELY STUDYING QUESTION OF UN VISITING 
MISSION. AUSTRALIAN REP MADE OPENING STATEMENT ON PAPUA 
NEW GUINEA AND COCOS (KEELING) ISLANDS, DURING WHICH

ARTEAGA ACOSTA (VENEZUELA) THOUGHT IT WOULD BE USEEUL 
TO HAVE LIST OE LEGISLATION WON PAT WORKING ON IN HIS 
CAPACITY AS NON- VOTING DELEGATE FROM GUAM IN US HOUSE 
OE PRESENTATIVES. HE HOPED PEOPLE OE GUAM WOULD SOON 
BE GIVEN RIGHT TO EXERCISE SELF-DETERMINATION, WELCOMED 
INCREASED LOCAL PARTICIPATION IN EOREIGN INVESTMENTS, 

AND HOPED ECONOMY WOULD BE DIVERSIFIED. HE ASKED ABOUT 
QUALIFICATIONS FOR GOVERNOR OE GUAM AND HIS POWERS, 

AND ALSO ASKED EOR MORE INEO ON REEERENDUM HELD IN 
AMERICAN SAMOA ON QUESTION OE HAVING ELECTED GOVERNOR

SIDIK (INDONESIA) ASKED IF TOURIST INDUSTRY CONTROLLED 
BY GUAMANIANS OR OTHERS, THOUGHT NEW POLICIES RE EOREIGN 
INVESTMENT WERE STEPS IN RIGHT DIRECTION, BELIEVED 
US WOULD BENEEIT FROM SEEKING TO ASCERTAIN AND IMPLEMENT 
WISHES OE POPULATION IN ALL MATTERS AFEECTING THEIR LIVES, 
REGRETTED DESTRUCTION OF LARGE PORTION OP CORAL REEL 
BY NEWLY-CONSTRUCTED POWER PLANTS, AND CONCLUDED BY SAYING 
PEOPLE OF GUAM AHD MADE SUBSTANTIAL STRIDES TOWARD 
SELP-DETERMINATION.

STATEMENTS IN PAPER, AND ASKED FOR RESPONSE BEFORE END 
OF JULY, WHEN HE WILL BE DEPARTING ON HOME LEAVE. HE
